Money Is Said to Be Due on 143

Is Acused of Selling Liquor 
Without a License in St. 
Louis County. 








The St. Louis County grand jury 
inade a partial report Saturday mern- 
ing. An indictment was returned 
against Paul Creely, a saloen keeper in 
Florissant. He was charged with run- 
ning a common gambling heuse. He 
apppeared before the Circuit Ceurt and 
waS released on a $500 bend. 

The indictment against Creely is the 
first made public by the grand jury 
which is making a thorough investiga- 
tion into gambling and the Sunday 
closing law in the county. 

Two indictments were returned 
against Mark Guomberts, a saloon keep- 
er of 6603 Delmar boulevard. The 
charges are for selling liquor without a 
license. Gumberts appeared at the Cir- 
cuit Court Saturday to give bond, but 
the court was not in session and he 
went back to his saloon. He has not 
been arrested on the charge. 

A petition signed by residents of Cen- 
tral Township for the renewal of Gum- 
berts’ saloon license was refused Fri- 
day on the ground that his saloon is in 
University City and not in the town- 
ship. The court said that residents in 
the city in which the saloon was lo- 
cated would have to sign the petition.

BOISE, Idaho, June 8.—Harry Orch- 
ard( chief witness for the State against 
William D. Haywood, still under cross- 
examination along the line of his main 


recital, was carried this morning 
through the first attempt on the life of 
former Gov. Peabody of Colorado, and 
the killing of Detective Gregory at 
Denver. 

Attorney Richardson, for the defense, 
led the witness through every detail of 
both crimes, seeking to involve the 
story of the witness in doubt. Some 
discrepancies were developed, but in 
the main the witness stoutly adhered to 
his original testimony and warily avoid- 
ed serious contradictions. He was calm 
and collected and on several occasions 
offered to correct counsel for the de- 
fense. 

The defense, after leaving the Greg- 
ory matter, digressed for a moment to 
lay the foundation for a showing that 
Simpkins, because he was in the Idaho 
“bull pen,”’ and Orchard because he 
was driven out of Idaho and forced to 
sell his interest in the Hercules mines, 
which later became valuable, had a 
Geep-seated grudge against Steunen- 
berg. 

At several points the defense laid the 
foundation for the controversion of 
Orehard’s testimony when its side 1s 
reached. 

When asked why he shot Gregory 
three times with his sawed-off shotgun, 
Orchard replied, coolly:

MISSING FROM WEDDING 





Guests Were Assembled for 
Ceremony When Message 
Was Received.

Miss Anna Kelly, the jilted flancee of 
Tieut. Mack Richardson, of the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry, who committed suicide 
Friday night by taking poison in his 
quarters in San Antonio, Tex., is at 
the Southern Hotel. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday morning, Mise Kelly 
said that her visit to St. Louis was in 
no way connected with the recent af- 
fair in which the Lieutenant was the 
cause of embarrassment to Miss Kelly’s 
family. The guests had assembled for 
the marriage of the couple, in Browns- 
ville, Tex.# Tuesday evening, May l4, 
but the bridegroom did not appear. Sev- 
eral hours: later a message was re- 
ceived stating that the Lieutenant was 
too ill to attend his own wedding. 

‘‘My father came here on business and 
I simply accompanied him,’’ Miss Kelly 
said. ‘‘We will go East from here.”’ 

Miss Kelly declined to make any 
statement in regard to her own or her 
father’s attitude regarding the tragic 
death of Lieut. Richardson. She re- 
mained dry-eyed and composed when 
asked if her interest in the lieutenant 
ceased at the time he failed to be pres- 
ent to fulfil his marriage vows, but her 
only reply was that she would not make 
any statement regarding the matter. 


Attired in a white waist and skirt, 
Miss Kelly’s appearance was not sug- 
gestive of deep grief, but she appears 
to be a young woman capable of self- 
control. She is tall and slender, and 
wears her hair plainly parted without 
waving or curls. She is not of a pro- 
nounced type, her eyes are neither blue 
or brown, and her hair is also neutral. 

Richardson formerly lived at Tennes- 


see, Mo., and was a captain in the Sixty- 
ninth United States Infantry during the 
Spanish-American war. He was born in 
Tennessee Dec. 16, 1869. He was married 
several years ago, but his wife is dead. 
Two children, who live with relatives 
near Tennessee, Mo., survive him. 

Before taking the drug yesterday 
Richardson left a note saying: 

“To Whom it May Concern: This ac- 
tion has been inevitable since last No- 
vember.”’

HID LOOT IN WOODS 





Evidence that He Is One of Big 
Gang Operating Through- 
out the Country.

MT. CARMEL, Ill., June &—Although 


the Chief of Police and Sheriff Moore 


have been unable to find the satchel of 
big. bills, silverware and jewelry that 
the mysterious prisoner in the Jail here 
hid when he was hemmed in by a 
posse and shot a few days ago, evi- 
dence is piling up to indicate that he 
is a Western cracksman of high 
ability. 

The Federal Government has taken 
a hand in the investigation, and post- 
office inspectors have learned that be- 
fore he came to Mt. Carmel, posing as 
an. oil speculator, he had robbed the 
postoffice at Bridgeport, 20 miles north 
of here, and took five big books of 
postage stamps. 

Believe He [Is One of Gang. 

As there have been a-number of sim- 
iliar robberies reported to the post- 
office inspectors laicly they are work- 
ing on the theory that the prisoner is 
one of a gang, if not the leader, which 
operate in the oil regions, not only in 
Illinois, but in other Western States 
where the smaller postoffices do a larse 
business. 

In all of these robberies the entrance 
to the postoffice has been effected the 
same as in the Bridgeport office—by cut- 
ting the window pane with diamonds. 
Diamond cutters were found on the 
prisoner when he was taken by the 
posse, with the upper part of his body 
filled ‘with squirrel shot, his 
lacerated and right ear han 
by a thread. 

Robbery Was a Mystery, 

Until. now the robbery of the Bridge- 
port office has been a mystery. After 
that ‘‘job’’ was cleared up the detec- 
tives found that the same thief, the 
man in jail, had stolen the silverware 
which he exhibited to his landlady, 
Mrs. Moter, from a store in Bridge- 
port, also. Where the jewelry came 
from is still a mystery. 

It is belicved that the satchel full of 
money which he hid while in the woods, 
in emptying two revolvers at the 
sheriff's posr-*, was from the sale of 
stolen stamos and jewelry. 

No Hope of Finding Money.

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SENSIBLE RAILROAD MANAGERS. 

- The railroad passenger officials of Missouri and 
Illinois have come to a sensible conclusion with 
regard to the enforcement of the 2-cent fare laws. 
They have decided not to enjoin the enforcement 
of the laws, but to make a trial of the 2-cent rate. 
If it shall prove not to be, reasonable, but confis- 
catory, the railroads will attack the law.

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FIGHTING THE WHITE PLAGUE. 
Cheering news of the progress of the fight

against tuberculosis comes from across the sea. 
It is reported that Prof. Reux of the Pasteur In- 
stitute of Paris has discovered a method of detect- 
ing the presence of the tuberculosis germ in the 
incipiency of the disease. The method is still in 
the experimental stage, tests being made on ani- 
mals. It resembles that of vaccination, a sHght 
incision of the skin of the patient being inoculat- 
ed with drops of tuberculin taken from fresh cul- 
tures. Dr. Louis M. Warfield, who is in charge of 
the Dispensary Clinic for Communicable Diseascs 
of the Lungs in this city, and who has been fol- 
lowing the work in France of Prof. Reux, says 
that the experiment has not yet reached a stage 
which justifies a definite announcement of com- 
plete success; but he anticipates good results. 

The fight against the ‘‘white plague,” which is 
at present the greatest enemy of mankind in 
Europe and America, is assuming an aggressive 
and effective stage. In this city—where statistics | 
show that one-tenth of the deaths are caused by 
consumption—the Society for the Prevention and 
Cure of Tuberculosis is preparing to open a tent 
sanitarium and to supply full information with 
regard to the best means of preventing and curing 
the disease. It supplies plans for out-of-door tents 
and for the care of the sick room and for safe- 
guards against infection, and is endeavoring now 
to keep the streets and street cars free from the 
possibility of the disseminating of germs. Mrs. 
Samuel H. Leathe recently promised a donatiou 
of $200,000 to the work. 

No better work for humanity can be done than 
that of this St. Louis society and of similar asso- 
ciations in other cities working together. The 
practical elimination of tuberculosis would be an 
inestimable boon to mankind.

Over the Florida Keys. en 


From the Ohio State Journal. 
Within less than three years it will be 





| possible to board a sleeping car in Chi- 


cago and travel without change to Hav- 
ana, Cuba. That possibility will mark 
the practical completion of the Key 
West extension of the Florida East 
from Miami southward 
126 miles to the farthest cutpost of the 
sickle-shaped chain of islets which 
curves around the southern ex- 
tremity of Florida. Engineers who have 
had to deal with big problems in rail- 
road building pronounce this one of the 
most noteworthy feats undertaken by 
any transportation system in recent 
years. 

In many places, in order to get sup- 
plies to the excavators, the supply boats 
have to travel eight or nine miles out 
of their way to reach a point not over 
a mile distant in a straight line. Ev- 
ery drep of water used by the men and 
machinery has been, and still continues 





to be, transported in tanks more than 
100 miles. 

At Key West, about 170 acres in die 
shallow water is being bulkheaded and 
filled in by two large dredges. This fill 
will be used for extensive docks and ter- 
minals from which an ocean-going fer- 
ry will transport cars directly to Hav- 
ana. The present plans include the 
construction at Key West of one largsé 
drydock and 10 wharves, each 8 feet 
long and 100 feet wide, with basins 20 
feet wide between, in which the depth 
of the water will be from 20 to #@ feet. 
The great piers wilt afford berths ff 
4 boats 400 feet long. :

Bluecoat Fires Four Shots Into 
Man’s Body After a 
Saloon Dispute. 








DIES IN AN HOUR 





Policeman Arrested Declares 
He Fired in Self Defense 
While in a Quarrel. 





Daniel Guy, a city ambulance driver, 
who shot at former Detective James 
Crowell when the two had a dispute 
about Guy’s wife six months ago, was 
killed by Thomas Humphrey, a proba- 
tionary patrolman of the Central Dis- 
trict, at 2 a. m. Saturday. He died_an 
hour after he was shot. 

Humphrey was suspended by Acting 
Night Chief Thomas Walsh for being 
intoxicated and held for the Coroner. 
He was able to make a statement in 


the course of which he said he had | 


shot once in the air and then three 
times at Guy’s legs, his intentio. not 
being to kill but to stop Guy, who was 
running away, and arrest him. 

John Hump, a watchman at a livery 
stable opposite the scene near the un- 
dertaking establishment of George 
Kriegshauser at 4102 Manchester ave- 
nue, says he was summoned by Guy 
“to arrest a drunken policeman.” He 
is held as a witness. 

In the ambulance on the way to the 
hospital Guy told Policeman White he 
did not know why he had been shot. 
The police learned that the men had 
cuarreled in John McVey’s saloon at 
Sarah street and Chouteau avenue. 
Sergt. Byrhe and Policeman White 
heard the four shots. They found Guy 
lying on the sidewalk and Humphrey 
standing near him. 

Humphrey said he was on his way 
home after being relieved at ll p. m. 
At 2 a.'m. he had stopped at the cor- 
ner to change cars. He went into Mc- 
Vey’s saloon and met Guy, with whom 
he had a dispute. ‘the saloon keeper 
ordered both men out, Humphrey leav- 
ing through the front door and Guy 
through the side door. Humphrey said 
that Guy ran across the street to the 
livery stable to get the night watchman 
and returned to where the policenian 
was standing. 

“He ran up to me 
Humphrey asserted. ‘I turned around, 
intending to arrest him, and he ran 
back toward the stable. I pulled my 
revolver and started after him.’’ 

Guy was hit twice in the chest, once 
in the abdomen and once in the thigh.

NEW YORK, June 8.—The Evening Sun in its financial review 
for the week says the stock market during the ended. week swung 


around an irregular sort of circle, although the general trend of 


prices appeared to be upward. That observation might be made 
in spite of the fact that on Monday the average level of the mar- 
ket reached a percentage equally low to that touched on March 
14. To a very great extent such pressure as had been exhibited 
from time to time has apparently reflected operations for the 


‘short account rather than genuine liquidation, although it goes 


without saying that the two have gone hand in hand together. 


On the other hand there have been 
few evidences of any increase in outside 
interest in the market and the mwre 


_ spirited rallies which have from time 


to time been exhibited appeared to re- 
fiect nothing more than the covering 
ef short contracts. Actual outside 1:- 
terest being so circumscribed, it is not 
remarkable that the final -esults of 
the week's dealings should have been so 
cireumscribed. 

Professional operations carry with 
them of necessity their own reaction, 
and until there is some increase either 
in outside investment or outside liquida-

Last week the President’s speech in 
Indianapolis wag perhaps the dominat- 
ing inffuence in the stock market, or, 
at all-events, the chief topic of discus- 
sion.

In fact, the two words chiefly used

ington and Harriman. Possibly the two 
might be merged: Even the rath vio-

much comment on account of the con- 


centration of interest upon the attitude 


of the administration at Washington or, 
correctly speaking, upon that of the 
President, and upon the position occu 
pied by the president of the Union Pa- 
cific system. 

This has been sufficiently attes toa” An 
the fact that the stock market has been 
weak or strong according to the varying 
tener of the dispatches from Washing- 
ton as to the intentions of the Federal 
authorities in the matter of the prose- 
Harriman on account 
of his various activities in the manage- 
ment of the Union Pacific Railroad sys- 
tem and in other directions. 

If the advices read that the adminis- 
tration was disposed to abandon at- 
tempts to bring criminal proceedings 


against Mr. Harriman the market was 


strong. If these advices were subse- 


quently contradicted the market was 





weak, and it was scarcely necessary to 
refer either to news regarding the crops 
or the rather heavy exports of gold in 
further relation to the market’s tenden- 
cies. 

Consequently the rise in prices since 
Monday's low level was touched can, 
without much doubt, be attributed main- 
ly to the spread of the convietion that 
the authorities at Washington have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that on one ac- 
count or another it would be inexpedient 
at this time to attempt to bring criminal 
proceedings against Mr. Harriman and 
his associates. 

When criticism and discussion of 
stock market conditions are thus re- 
duced to purely personally equations it 
goes without saying that intelligible 
analysis becomes more than usually dif- 
ficult. 


Still such is the case as apparently 
it will remain so for more or less indefi- 
nite period. The almost overweening 
prominence of Union Pacific stock in 
the market and the very conspicuous 
position in financial affairs occupied by 
the president of the system, coupled 
with the distinctive activities of the 


resident of the United States and 
oined with the relations between those 
distinguished personalities have for a 
long time constituted about the fore- 
most point of interest in discussion in 
financial circles. The policies and per- 
formances ef Mr. Harriman and his as- 
sociates may perhaps be made the basis 
of legal, judicial and legislative pro- 
ceedings and in the meantime critical 
comment sheuld perhaps be suspended. 

So also, perhaps, should the seem- 
ingly personal and distinctive rela- 
tions between Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Harriman pass without further com- 
Invent until a settlement has been ar- 
rived at on the merits of the case 
concerned. In fact, extended discus- 
sion of this whole ggneral matter 
would be altogether unwarranted ex- 
cept for the fact that In any review 
Or forecast of stock market condi- 
tions it is impossible to get away 
from these two individual leads. In 
a stock market which virtually ig- 
nores such usually important influ- 
ences as heavy gold exports, contract- 
ing indistrial conditions and a poor 
agricultural outlook it is certain that 
interest is occupied with other sub- 
jects whch are regarded, for the time 
being, at any rate, as of paramount 
importance. 

In ‘all probability no little part of 
such rallying power as the stock mar- 
ket evinced this week was due to the 
adjournment of the various State legis- 
latures, including that of New Yerk. 
Even those stocks which have been 
most particularly affected by the vari- 
ous bits of legislation which were 
passed at this session have advanced 
at the prospect that the Albany law- 
makers would soon return to _ their 
homes and for six months at least cease 
to discuss measures calculated to de- 
range confidence in investment securi- 
ties. The consequent feeling of relief 
may account in part for the course of 
the securities concerned, but the fact 
remains that whatever harm has been 
accomplished by the acts of the New 
York State Legislature and of those of 
other states has been done.

What the average man interested in 
the markets would most like to know 
at the present moment is whether the 
prevalent gloom and pessimism are 
merely one of those waves of sentiment 
which periodically sweep over the 
depths of American finance and which, 
when spent, give way to another wave 
of optimism such as followed 1903; or 
whether they mark the-beginning of a 
steady ebbing away in the din of finan- 
cial low tide. 

Not Worse Than_ 1903. 

It would certainly be safe to say that 
the mood of Wall street is no blacker 
than it has been on numerous rather 
recent occasions. A correspondent writ- 
ing last week to the Evening Post de- 
clared the existing despondency to be 
worse than in 1893. This was exaggerat- 
ing. The financial community was en- 
gaged throughout that summer in wort- 
dering whether its mercantile debtors 
would pay their notes at maturity or go 
bankrupt, and whether the railways 
would meet the coupons on their bonds 
or apply for a receivership. 

Clearly no such conjectures exist to 
color the views of investors and finan- 
ciers today. Stocks have not fallen and 
will not fall to such prices as the 15% 
touched by Union Pacific shares in 1893, 
or the 12 which Reading reached, or 
Northern Pacific’s 3%, or St. Paul's 46, 
er even Chicago & Northwestern’s 8. 
Six-per-cent first mortgage leng-term 
bonds are not selling at par, as Union 
Pacifics did in July that year, or gen- 
eral mortgage 4 per cents at 64, the 
price then achieved. by the Atchisons 
and the level of prices compared with 
par is at least as much a measure of 
the investor’s state of mind as are his 
casual remarks in the Wall street office 
or the club. 


But comparison with the last half of 
1901, or with the first half of 1903, is rea- 
sonably in point, and this swift and 
vigorous recovery which followed the 
Wall street depression of those two 
years call for consideration in fore- 
casts of the future nowadays. 

One conclusion may be reached with- 
out hesitation from such a comparison 
—that a stock exchange reaction, fol- 
lowing such extravagant rise in prices 
as occurred in April, 1901, or in June, 
1902, or in September, 1906, is certain 
to be marked by as great an exaggera- 
tion of the unpleasant facts in the situ- 
ation as the exaggeration of its strong 


} points in the preceding boom. 


Naturally, this conclusion does not an- 
swer the question whether reaction has 
as yet reacted or approached its limit; 
but it ought to serve to put the com- 
munity on its guard against drawing 
too liberal inferences from current 
prices. When the stock exchange re- 
fuses to recegnize any unfavorable pos- 
sibility in the financial horizon, and ad- 
justs its bids accordingly, it is always 
the most advantageous time for serious 
investors to sell; and such an hour was 
reached last autumn. 

When it sees nothing encouraging any- 
where it is equally the time for them 
to buy. This is the safest of the gen- 
eral principles of investment. But, nat- 
urally, it does not guarantee the wise 
purchaser against seeing the price of 
his new holdings continue to slip away, 
and it does not guarantee the foolish 
purchaser against a permanently unfor- 
tunate bargain.

Thomas R. Melody of Chicago at 
Point of Death Brooding 


Over Troubles.

CHICAGO, June  8.—Grief-stricken 
over the misfortunes heaped upon him 
in the last year, Thomas R. Melody, 
for 41 years <n official in the Chicago 
Postoffice, lies at the point of death. 

The latest blow to fall upon the old 
man is the discovery that his accounts 
at the Postoffice, either through cler- 
ical errors or an oversight, indicate a 
shortage of $13,000. It is understood Mr. 
Melody’s children have made good the 
sum without contesting the matter be- 
cause of Mr. Melody’s dangerous phy- 
sical condition. 

The first blow to Mr. Melody came 
when one of his four sons died sud- 
denly less than a year ago. A short 
time later a second son was taken. Mr. 
Melody’s friends say that he brooded 
over the loss of his sons and constantly 
spoke of his trouble. 

One feature of the affair that will be 
given attention by Postmaster Camphbell 
today is the part played by the in- 
spectors in not reporting the matter.

SHOT HIMSELF 


INSULTED GUEST 
HAS NO. REDRESS 


Hotel Keeper Is Not Liable in 
Opinion of New York 
Supreme Court. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 8.—The appellate 
division of the Supreme Court has hand- 
ed down a decision upho’ding the con- 
tention of Simeon Ford of the Grand 
Union Hotel, that the proprietor of a 
hotel cannot be held responsib'e for 
damages when the privacy of a guest 
is invaded or for any insult to a guest. 
The justices were four to one in his 

favor. 

The prevailing opinion was written by 
Justice Ingraham and was based large- 
ly on a decision handed down in the 
English courts more than 300 years 
ago. The conclusions were concurred in 
by Justices Lambert, Paterson and 
Clarke. Justice McLaughlin wrete a 
caustic dissenting opinion. 


Ruling Is Archaic, Says Judge. 

Justice McLaughlin declared, among 
other things, that the reasoning of the 
majority of* his fellow justices in sus- 
taining the action of the lower court 
was absurd, archaic and subversive of 
all law. To base a judgment on an 
English ruling 300 years old, Justice 
McLaughlin held, was to deny progress 
to the administration of law. 

Mrs. Catherine De Wolf brought suit 
against Simeon Ford and Samuel MT. 
Shaw, as proprietors of the Grand 
Union Hotel, for $10,000 damages, alleg- 
ing that while she was staying at the 
hotel, on June 56, 190%, with her brother, 
Geo. L. Catlin, an employe of the hotel, 
forced his way into > - room and while 
she was in her night gown and in the 
presence of her brother and a third 
party insulted and threatened her. 


Law 300 Years O!d., 

Mr. Ford and his partner said that 
the action complained of was taken 
under the rules of the hotel, and Jus- 
tice Truax dismissed the suit. In up- 
holding this action Justice Ingraham 
of the appellate division quotes what is 
known as Calye’s case, decided in 1600, 
and which, following the Roman law, 
holds that an inn keeper’s Hability is 
confined tp the property of his guest 
and does not include the person. 

“It is not a trespass,” said Justice 
Ingraham, ‘for the servants of an inn 
keeper to go into a room, although it 
is asigned to a guest. In consequence 
of the inn keeper’s duties in relation 
to his whole inn, he is required con- 
stantly to have access to all rooms.”

With Sweets. 


Judge Pollard earned the title of 
“Candy Judge” Thursday by purchas- 
ing candy to stop the vociferous crying 
of a baby who was blocking the wheels 
of justice. Judge Pollard sent an at- 
tendant for the candy, and when the big 
striped stick was given to the young- 
ster it ceased its yelling. 

The child was Elex Cartnoi, the 214- 
year-old son of Mrs. Ida Cartnoli, 213 
North Seventh street. Mrs. Cartnoi 
complained that George sSchottel, driver 


of a delivery wagon, ran over the bady 
and injured his leg. She was testifying 
through an interpreter, and the Court 
couldn’t hear anything the witness or 
the interpreter were saying.
